If it is thought advisable to increase’ the size of the 
Institute garden, adjacent ground ought to be secured before 
it doubles in value. =. 

The following appropriations, are requested : 

For care of buildings, $500 per annum. 

For improvement of grounds, $500. 

For securing a supply of water for laundry, fire and heat- 
ing purposes, $1,500. 


-If we can combine ihes three useful and needed im- 


provements, the same engine that pumps fhe water can fur- 


nish power , for the laundry and printing office, and steam 
for heating, thus SERE a large annual fuel bill. 
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The Institute is provided with only wood stoves, a source: ^ 
of great danger, not to mention the fact of the increased 
value òf fuel from year-to year, and the obstacle to econo- 
my by using so many separate heating apparatuses instead.

To pay salaries and contingent expenses, $6,000 per

For current expenses, $175 per annum per capita, for the

To carry out the provisions of the, Act of 1815, to pro- 
vide for clothing and other personal expenses of the pupils 


. of the benevolent; institutions, $2,000 per annum—or so - 


much thereof as may be required. 

In fixing these amounts, I have had in view the legitimate 
demands of the other institutions, and have asked only for 
such amounts as will admit of justice being done to them,

GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to submit herewith the 
Seventh Biennial Report : l 

The history of this Institute during the be two years, 
‘since the issuance of my last report to your honorable body, 
though one of those years was characterized by business 
‘depression, consequent on short crops, and people in many 
portions of our State suffered for the necessaries of life, 
has been such 4s to gratify you and make you hopeful for. 
the future. 

' Again. we chroniele, with a proper sense of gratitude, two 
sessions of school without the loss by death of a single 
member of our large household. This makes four years, . 
consecutive ones, in which no death has been recorded for. 
this Institute. Let us hope we may be mercifully spared 
.yet two more. l 


۱ IMPROVEMENTS—PRINTING. 


: By act of the last General Assembly, one thousand dol- 
lars was appropriated to equip a printing office. This was 
‘expended in purchase of material, a printer employed, and 
several boys and girls have been instructed in-composition 
‘since November, 1881:. Their progress in this trade was 
fully as- rapid as could EE? be Ge As in all 
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other institutions in the land having printing offices, a paper. 
is issued. Ours is a weekly, bearing the title, THE DEAF : 
Mote Optic. The objects of this paper are, to encourage: 
the pupils, by preserving their best work ; to awaken i in 

their minds a taste for reading ; furnish a regular and con- 
venient mode of communicating with their homes, scattered 
over the State, and keep before the minds of its readers the 
existing need that parents of the mutes should avail them- 
selves of the privileges offered by the great State of Arkan- 
sas for the education of their children. Education in gen- 
eral finds in it a sincere friend. “The great State, to whose 
liberality the paper owes its existence, is not forgotten. 
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Whatever tends to develop her natural resources, increase 


her wealth and induce immigration, is an object of solici- 
tude. This little paper was cordially welcomed by the press 
of the State, and by similar publications in all the. promi- 
nent States of the Union, among which it soon took' a front. 
rank, being enlarged after a few weeks to an eight page, 
21x14, four column paper. The Principal -has taken upon 
himself the editorial duties connected with it, and keeps 
careful watch over its columns. 


GAS. 


The danger from the use of the universally dreaded kero- 
sene oil, mentioned in my last report, has been obviated 
by the introduction of gas. This is manufactured on the 
premises, from gasoline stored eight feet under ground. 

The principle is supplying gasoline with air; this causes. 
it to give off gas. The supply of air is furnished. by. an 
air pump driven by a pulley weight. of.1250 pounds... This. 
weight also acts as motive power to send the gas through 
the distributing pipes. Gas is made only as fast as. it,is 
burned. | zu 
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BUILDING. 


A building. 30 by 80, built of brick, has been erected: It 
occupies a position between the two wings, with its west

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wall on a line with their east ones.. This was only carried 
up one story, for want of means. Situated as it is, it will 
be easy to work it in as the ground floor, rear half of the 
main edifice ; and with a prospect of having to carry a three 
or four story building, the walls. at the- base were made of 
extra thickness. The room thus provided is used for a 
chapel and general assembly room, for which there had long 
been a great need. In the GE building, this would 
be made into several living rooms. i 


GARDEN. 


, With the amount appropriated for the purchase and cul- 
Geste of arable land, a tract of about fifteen acres, lying 
on the river bottom immediately at the foot of the, hill on. 
which the Institute is located, was. purchased from. Mr. . 
Watt Worthen. This is a fertile piece, and its. possession 
has enabled us to supply ourselves. with an abundance of 
vegetables. This tract would have yielded much. more than 
it did, but. for the fact that the very: high water last spring 
damaged it somewhat. ' The river made considerable en- 
croachment on the north side. This might be remedied by 
driving piles and filling in -with rock for a short. distance 
back from the water's edge, but the outlay would be rather 
larger than we feel justified i in. making at- present. In view 
of the fact that the possession of this small field of tillable land 
is such a beneficial thing to the Institute, not only to those who. ۰ 
work it, but to all the other inmates, I would urge that an in- 
crease of appropriation be asked, in order, if possible, to 
purchase the field ` adjoining, which contains a large extent 
of ground higher than any that belongs to the Institute, 
well out of the reach of high water. I would recommend 
that an appropriation of ‘$4,000 be asked. for’ this purpose, 
provided the purchase can be made for that amount ; other- " 
wise the sum to be covered back into the treasury. The 
land spoken of comprises about forty-five aeres.

۱ ۱ UNEDUCATED MUTES IN THE STATE. 


The number of pupils that have been given instruction: 
since the issuance of our last report is ninety; Their names 
will be found appended. It will be seen at once that some ۰ 
of the counties of the State are represented only partially 
“or not at all. This might be explained in the case of a few 


4 by the statement that they had beer blessed above others in 
: not having any unfortuünates in their midst. But this can ` 
pA be said of only. Crittenden, Fulton, Little River, Mississippi, 
: Poinsett, Polk and Stone, according to reports from the 
D , U. S. Census Department and our ‘own lists. It is possible 
"à that some may have been overlooked even in the last enumer- 
A ation, though that was more thorough than any previous 
M one, and there may be some even in the counties reported 
1 whom the census does not return. We are aware of 150 
b mutes of schoolable age who have never had ‘any 
3 education. How shall these be induced to enter? This is 
. & matter that should seem important to every humanitarian , 
x Cp in our State. But why should there be any question con- 
i -cerning it, when the State offers to educate freely, even to ` 
za . books and board, every mute of sound mind and body with- ` 
i in its borders? Yet the parents of mutes allow the golden 
" days to slip past, and their dearest (because unfortunate) 
H children to grow up: minus the elements of the conimonest 
ES . kind of education. Parenfal regard should, of ‘course, be 
duly allowed for. It seems hard to let a child bereft: of ` 
e two senses go out of sight of the dear eye that has followed 
$ its footsteps with the greatest solicitude ; be placed among 
z! strangers that may have no care for its welfare. But it is

DUTIES OF LEGISLATORS IN THE PREMISES. 


-* 


This is a matter that should be of: ‘interest, especially to 


every member of our General Assembly. These people are 


their constituents; here are rights and privileges awaiting . 
them of which they do not avail themselves ; it plainly and 
pre-eminently i is the part of every Representative and. Sen- 

ator to use every means in his power to influence the parents. 
of these children to send them to. the Institute. . No one, 
in the nature ofthe case, can be better situated to do it. 

To no one does it more pertain as a duty. The names and 

addresses of all will be given on application to the Principal 
of the Arkansas Deaf Mute Institute. If but one-third -of 
those now outside could be secured, the Institute would. 
number over one hundred. ` The. larger the attendance, the 
more aceurate can be the' grading, and hehce the more 

effective the work. . Arkansas must not fall behind other 
States of her size in this line; though she has compared 
favorably with several, it will never do to relax vigilance or 


cease the most strenuous efforts on that account. As long 


as there are uneducated deaf children in the limits of the 


State, so long w will there be need of our utmost endeavors. 
in their behalf. 


THE COURSE OF INSTRUCTION >, 


Accordinng to our present law, comprises, and is limited to 
seven sessions. This is not enough ; there is so much for 
the mute to master, and so great is the loss of time through 
tardiness, that it is the exception rather than rule to find a: 
pupil who can acquire a good command of English. in that 
time. In the minds of those whose attention has never 
been called to the deaf, there exists no adequate conception 
of the utter, the dense ignorance of the uneducated mute 
regarding language. They seem to think. that learning to 
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| | (1). 
read is to the mute what it is to speaking children, and 
expect it to be acquired in a time to correspond. But the 


acquisition ‘of the English language is to the mute the work 
"of years. It has been compared tothe study of a. foreign: 


Ki tag 
tongue. But the average American, possessed of his facul- 


ties, could master the German tongue with less difficulty 


. than the mute encounters. Upon entering the school for E 


the first time, he does not know that things have names ; he 
does not know the names of his parents, nor that they have 
any; nor that he himself has one. Into this mind, thus 
vacant to begin with, must be gradually introduced the 
elements of written language, till the child can comprehend , 
enough to enter upon a common school education. Are 
seven sessions enough? Not in the estimation of ‘those 
most deeply interested and best able to judge. It is there- 
fore recommended that authority be obtained to offer three ` 


` sessions more to those judged worthy of it. 


In the last report, and the one previous, it was recom- 
mended that as soon as our financial condition would justify 
it, instruction in articulation should be: introduced here. 
"This is again urged, in order that all with whom there is any. 
hope of success ۰ may be given the opportunity of learning ` 
to use their voices. This possesses the incidental advantage 
of being a good physical exercise. 


WATER WORKS. . 


It is necessary to provide for- some system of water 
works, so that water closets may be introduced and hydrants 
put in. Our isolated position and altitude make ' it impos- 
sible to supply the Institute from the city water works ; aid 
in case of fire we have no adequate protection ; could: rely 
on nothing but pails: of water. The buildings are kept in- 
sured, but no insurance can justify neglect to use. the 
greatest care in this matter, especially: in such an Insti- 
tute as this, where not merely property, but the lives.of ` 
children of our fellow citizens are at stake; - `- . 
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EE 
The Institute D already furnished with water by: -three 
eisterns and a well. This would suffice for our purpose. 


‘There are needed, then, a couple of.tanks for ‘heads, an 
` engine and pump, besides the] piping and fixtures necessary. 


The engine would also be called onto do service in-fur- 
nishing power Tor our printing press, and would enable us 
to introduce a machine into.the laundry, a great improve- 
ment on the present mode of working there, which is all by 


hand. The estimated. cost of arranging these water t works 


is: twelve hundred dollars. 
۱ PRINTING REPORTS. 


According to the present arrangement of advertising for 
bids to dó the State printing, the office at this Institute can- 
not advantageously. print even its own reports. 

The only way in which, this can be done at, present is 


` through the sufferance of the State printer, who might hire 
. the work done by the Institute and issue with. his own im- 


printon. ` E ۱ ۱ 
It seems eminently : suitable that its own biennial reports 


‘should issue from the office of the Institute. Nor ‘would it 


be out of placé for that of. the Arkansas. School for the 


Blind, the Industrial University," at F ayetteville, and the | 


Hospital for the Insane, to come from the same workshop. 

It is therefore recommended that.the necessary change be 
secured in the present law; enabling the State Board of. 
Printing to turn over to the Deaf Mute Institute, at least, 
the printing for the four institutions mentioned, the work 
to be.paid for at.the same rate allowed the successful con-' 
tractor for State printing. . 


“In several other States a large: amount of State printing ۲ 


® 


and binding is done in offices connected with the Deaf Mute - 


Institutes, and in cone of- our- neighboring States, ‘Texas, we 


understand that all the printing is so provided for. The 
moderate sum of . two thousand dollars, judiciously ex- 


pended, would serve to equip this office so that all the State 
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printing, including. all reports and blanks, could be done. 
here. This would serve to make this branch of the Insti’. ` 
` tute self-supporting, instead of calling for an appropriation. 
: biennially. The contract for the State printing for the next. -+ 
two years having been closed, the coming session of the ` 
General Assembly is the one in which to settle this ques- 
tion. There might be some question as to the wisdom of. 
wying to do all the printing here; there certainly could not 
be about giving this office enough work to preclude the ne- 
vessite of making an'appropriation to carry it on, at every 
session of the General Assembly.

| CARE OF GROUNDS. 


The grounds immediately about the buildings have been 
somewhat improved by thinning and trimming the grove, 
- setting out flowers and making grass plots. As has been 

represented in former reports, the yard is susceptible of 
being made a very attractive place. But this cannot. be 
done without the expenditure of money and considerable 
work, lasting through several seasons. . The soil necessary 
for the growth of grass and of flowers must all be drawn . 
and spread on thickly, otherwise vegetation cannot with- | 
stand the sun. Water is also necessary. The yard can 
never be satisfactorily arranged till our water works, already 
‘mentioned, are put up. However, if the work is under- 
taken gradually, the expenditure of a small sum, $250.00. 
a year, in this direction would be productive of good results. 
Instead of the present fence, there should be a neat paling 
with self-opening gates. 
ARRANGEMENT OF HOURS. 
, The arrangement of hours is às follows: 
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The regularity of hours has much to do with the health 


already spoken of, of the inmates of the Tnstitute. 
Ample time is thus allowed for play. Beside, Saturday 


from 11 a. m. is a holiday, and is generally employed in 


excursions tothe woods and city.

Honorable Board of Directors Deaf Mute Institute: ` 


GENTLEMEN :—During the two years ending October Ist, 


1882, there has been no death at the Deaf Mute Institute. 


The health of the pupils and other inmates has been ` 


above the average. . There has been no epidemic since my 
last report, and but few cases of dangerous sickness. ‘The 
principal diseases met with have been those of malarial 
origin—intermittent, remittent.and typho-malarial fevers. 


During the winter season, pneumonia and bronchitis were 


frequently encountered. Two or three ‘cases of simple 
fractures were also treated. In the management of the 
sick I have at all times had the full co-operation of the 
principal and matron and the successful termination of alk 
cases of illness is largely attributable to the watchful care 
and good nursing the patients have. received.
